OLD METHODS PASS

SYSTEMS OF LONG AGO WILL
NOT WORK NOW.

CONDITIONS MUST BE MET

One Reason for Growth of Mail Order
System Is That Lthe Average Busi-
ness Man Has Not Been
Progressive.

Buslness methods are  changing
week aflter week and year after year,
The systems that our forefathers
swore by, and which often
preached to us  as examples that
should be followed to-day, conld never
be made to work now any more than
the people would be satisfied with the
old ox team and heavy cart as a means
of transportation.

Business methods are different and
growing more different day by day,
and we must adjust ourselves to condi-
tions as they change. The spread of
the catalogue house system has been
tremendous, if that word can aptly
be used to express it. There are ele
ments in the system thal are good,
and some elements that are bad, It is
according to the way they are ap-
plied. There is reason why the cata-
logue house exists, They will keep in
evidence until there are hetter meth-
ods and more equitable sysiems ar-
ranged to supply the wanis of the peo-
ple, and until the people realize that
while the system as a distribntion
agency may be all vight, there is much
more to the gquestion that needs more
careful congideration.

The catalogue house system should
be looked upon as an educational one,
The large catalogues that are senl
throughout the land are great hooks
from which lessons can be learned
and will be learned. The masses have
not had knowledge of values placed
well in their hands. Thely economie
education has been neglectisd The
farmer knows a good cow, a good
horse, a good hog, and it s hard to
fool him. His education has heen sueh
that he is “up to snufl.” Ile is quite
willing to pay the owner of a horse just
what that horse s worth, and willing
that the seller should have the profi

in the transaction. Were he asg well
posted in the values of the {hings
that he must buy for daily use he

would be the same with the local mer-
chant as he with the man from
whom he may purchase a horse op o
blonded cow or other antmal. The hig
four-pound hooks are eatechisms  of
commereinl values. The farmers and
the children of the family study them,
and learn more about things in the
commercial world. A lew orders sent
to the far-off dealers, and a few disap-
pointments, are sufficient to convinee

the intelligent man that he can do
hetter at home.
Communities that a few yvears ago

were the greatest buvers of goods by
mail are today the best home traders
The people have become  educated.
They soon discovered 1hat goods of a
certain quality alwayvs had a certain
valne, the same as a good horse or a
cow or some farm animal. They also
realized that the policy of taking em-
ployment away from the home people
was wrong, Perhaps the merchants
of the place “brushed” up a lttle,
They, too, hegan to understand that
if they had all the stocks and kinds of
goods that the people wanted, and
made the prices right, and In addition
kept the people rightlv informed of
these facts, that they could have the
trade of the people of the community.
Hoth forces working together—the
farmer that he was dolng wrong In
sending away his money and that he
could get just as good goods at home
and the merchant that he had to adopt
up-to-date methods—did that which
was desirable: viz., kept in the town
the business that shoulldl he kept there,
solved the problem.

Cooperative Systems Weak,

Advocates of cooperative enter-
prises point to the great suecess of a
few English societles, Glowing re-
ports of how great are the savings to
the people vy these cooperative or-
ganizations are given. But here the
law of compensation plays a part.
While the cooperative methods are ex-
tolled, few who are active In coopera-
tive work show the other side of the
question. If some cooperative enthusi-
ast would dissect the rveport of the
London hoard of trade, recently made,
it would be found thal since these co-
operative socleties have gained such a
foothold more than hall a  million
workers In various lines have been af.
fected adversely: that those thrown
out of employment by cooperative ef.
forts are objeets of charity and are a
burden to the different trade guilds,
The substitution of store for a
hundred may mean economy, but when
thousands are thrown out of employ-
ment by the system what other field
affords them a living?

Plenty of Material to Draw From.
England has a “Goose club” with
a membership or 10,000,

Position of the Middlemen Secure in
the World's Commerce.

Mueh is printed in the trade papers
about the cutting out of  the middle,
men, the jobbers and retailers. Busle
ness revolutionists have taken up the
theme, and  have aired themselves.
Sociallstic economists have advocated
the annthilation of the middlemen as
a class of non-producers. The farm-
ers of the conntry are (rving to devise
means of doing away with “sharks
that produce nothing, and make a lv-
ing off the labor of others.” But the
ones who are so degirous to see the
middlemen done away with will have
to wait for a few thonsand vears.
The jobber and the little storekeeper
are necessary in the distribution of
products. They are most Important
parts of the machinery of commerce,
To illustrate: A large manufacturing
company is locuted in an eastern clity,
Itg products are sold by more than
200,000 stores, These stores are lo-
cated In all parts of the Unlted States.
Perhaps It costs the concern ten per
cent. to have its produets distreibuted
by the jobbers. If the concern at
tempted to sell Its products direet to
the retailers it would be neecssary to
carry 200,000 accounts.

There wounld be required a shipping
force of several hundred men. The
freight on the small amounts of goods
that would be called for would be enor.
mous over the cost of shipping in
trainload or carload lots. The delay
in the transportation of goods a long
distance would be costly. Should the

company not semnd goods direct from
the [lactory, distributing stations
would have to he established. These

wonld have to be maintained at a cost
greater than the ten per cent, paid to
the jobber for the warchouse charges
and the carrying of the accounts, and
the employment of f{ravelers.c Be-
sldes, the manufacturer would be com-
pelled to employ an army of travellng
men, or institute a system of trade-
getting that would be more expensive,
The jobber sends out a traveler and
he sells a few hundred kinds of goods,
the makes of a few hundred different
factories. Here we have cooperation
that iz sane and profitable, and it Is
doubtful whether the time will ever
come when the jobber and the traveler
will be out of business. The present
system is the development of eighteen
hundred years or more of experience
It is doubtful whether the inventive
brain of man can devise any other
syvstem of disteibution that will be an

improvement. Don’t worry about the
middleman being driven out of the

Apologies Will
not be taken by crediiors for vead)y
cash. Retailers will find that people

There has been much talk as to just
who is (o hlame tor the growth of the
mail order syvstem There are dif-
ferent causes for the growth and mag-
nitude the business, but it is the
poor business qualities of the average
retailer that has been  most  instru-
mental in allowing the invoads of the
mail order syvstem into the business
of the retailers in the small eities and
towns.  All the forces outside of the
retaflers themselves can work to head
off progress of the mail order evil, but
it will be to no avall unless the mer-
chants themselves change thelr meth-
ods and run their business in an up-
to-date way,

There is little encouragement for
the editors of home papers to wrestle
with the problems that must be met
by the retailers, to study into all the
intricacies of affairs, and devise meth-
ods of bringing about reforms, and to
find the merchants indifferent, in fact
a majority of them too lazy to read
what is prepared for thelr enlighten-
ment and entertalnment. The old
back numbers among the merchants
must make way for ones more pro-
gressive. The rooling oul process may
be slow, but the laws of cause and
effect will do it eventually

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A Common Bwindle,

One of the common petty swindles
is the cloth deal. Men travel through-
out the farming districts representing
themselves as agents of some manu-
facturing concern in a large city,
They have cloth to sell, It is generaly-
Iy eut up in “suitings,” and agreement
1s made to make the cloth up into
suits for a tew dollars. Perhaps the
agent succeeds in selling half a dozen
“sultings” in a family. The bill
amounts to $30 or $60. The result Is
that the buyer has a lot of cheap cloth
for which he has paid three times its
value, and the tatlor to take the meas-
ure and do the making never appears
The same game i varied, and ecloths
for dresses carvied,  [f the patrons
of these lukits would only call on the
home merchant and ask for cloths of
the kind they would find that they
could bay them for onehird to a halr
the prices charged by the agent,

Back of all manifesta-
tions of God was the word which pro-
ceeded from him. “The Word” is “the
revealer of the incomprehensible and
invisible God.” Exp. Greek Test, Words
are the expression of what s in the
soul—reason, consclence, will, purpose.
“The word was with God.” The Greek
preposition expresses not merely be-
ing beslde, but a lving
communion, lmplying the active no-
tion of intercourse, “The divine word
not only abode with the father from
all eternity, but was in the living, ae-
tive relation of communion with him."”
-=M. R. Vincent. "The word was God.”
There is only one God, and this state-
ment guards against the errvor which
the phrase “with God” might suggest,
that there is more than one, No one
can more emphatically assert the abso-
Iute unity of God than both the Old
and the New Testaments, and ' the
whole Christian chureh,
